Lance-C orporal Ferguson, who joined the Army 

at the outbreak of war, was taken prisoner on the 
fall of France in June, 1940. During his captivity in 
Stalag VIII B, he organised a dance orchestra among 
his fellow-prisoners, and they played at numerous 
concerts in the camp. He also produced several! 
variety shows, and, in addition, he composed «a 
number of songs. Several of these were Sent to this 
country through the Red Cross, and have been pub- 
lished here, the proceeds—at the Lance-Corporal's 
request—being handed over to the British Red Cross 

LanceCorporal Ferguson, who is 25 years old, 
was a dance sand musician before joming the Forces. 
and he played with several well-known bands in 
Glasgow and Edinburgh. 

He is a popular member of the Glasgow Jewish 
Institute, and he was formerly a Patro! Leader in the 
155th Giasgow (Jewish) Scout Group,

Sat. Green was seriously wounded and was taken 
prisoner in Belgium in May, 1940, when helping io 
cover the Dunkirk retreat. By a'comceidence, he was 
captured almost at the place which he visited in 
August. 1939. He has been named in __ previous 
repatriation schemes, but- was greatly diskappointed 
when he was one of the party turned Dack again in 
December, 1941.

The Skipper is master of the 
steamstip, Amal, belonging to the Atid Navigation 
Company, of Haifa. The announcement, cables our 
Jerusalem correspondent, brings timely recognition 
of the outstanding services which Palestinian Jewish 
éailors are rendering in the Merchant Navy, and the 
Royal Navy. 

Captain Abramsky has been in the service of the 
Atid Company for seven years, during which he has 
gailed a number of the company’s vessels. During 
the siege of Tobruk he navigated “Bomb Alicy” 
repeatedly, bringing fuel, ammunition, and other 
vital matcfial for the British garrison, When his 
ship was sailing both im convoy and alone he had 
several narrow escapes from repeated enemy sea and 
air action.

CREMIEUX DECREE 
RESTORED 


140,000 Jews Regain 
Citizenship 


The French Committee of National Liberation has 
decided to restore the Cremieux decree of 1870 under 
which French nationality was granted to all native 
Algerian Jews. 

y this act 140,000 Algerian Jews regain their 
right of citizenship of which they were deprived by 
the Vichy regime 

In a broadcast from Radio France, the Committee 
also proclaimed .that the French Administration 
wished to regulate the status of all categories of the 
Algerian population and especiaily that of the 
Moslems, so as to bring about a just improvement 
of the legal position of all of them 

The decision of the French Committee is wel- 
comed by the newspaper FRaNce In an editorial note 
because ati injury done to a category af Prench- 
men and to the. spirit of the Revolution is now 
removed. “ Every vestige of racial legisiation will 
henceforth have disappeared from all French terri- 
tories freed from the Gefman occupation,” the 
editorial ‘says, and peirnts out that Algerian Jews 
have twice been deprived of their citizenship, first 
by Vichy and then by Csiraud at Ahe begin- 
nine of this vear when he abolished all the Vichy 
racial measures with Ine sole. exception of ihose 
directed against the Algerian Jews

PALESTINE QUESTIONS IN 
COMMONS 


The Home Secretary, in a written reply to Mr. R. 
Etherton (C. Stretford), said : By an Order wm Council 
made on 24th September last all British protected 

rsons, including Palestinian cit izens, were exempted 

rom certain provisions of Part fl of the Aliens 
Order. 1920, such as those requiring registration with 
the police and restricting entry into protected areas. 
That Order in Council also exempted British pro- 
tected persons from the landing and deportation pro- 
visions of the 1920 Order. But Palestinians, who 
possess a separate citizenship under the law of that 
country, are in a different category as regards right 
of entry to the United Kingdom and deportation, 
and the Direction to which my hon. friend refers 
IS.R. and QO. No. 1399, of 1943) was accordingly 
made to continue the application to them of the 
revisions of the 1920 Order in these twe respects. 
The restrictions thus retained in the case of Pales- 
tinians in this country correspond with those imposed 
on British subjects by Palestinian law in respect of 
admission to and residence in that country. 


Workmen's Compensation 


Mr. A. Creech Jones (Lab., Shipley) asked the 


Colonial Secretary in the House on October 20 whether 
the new approved rates of workmen s compensation 
had yet been put into operation in Palestine ; and 
whether he would ask the High Commussioner to set 
up a local committee to examine the whole problem 
_of workmen’s compensation in the light of war 
conditions. 

Mr. Emrys-Evans (in the absence of Colonel 
Stanicy) : The new approved rates were laid down, in 
Palestine’ Ordinance No. 17 ‘of 1943 which was 
enacted on 17th August. The High Commissioner 
is being consulted on the possibility of a com- 
mittee being set up for the purpose indicated in 
the question. 


Solicitede for Arab Landowners 


—F Mr. W. Astor (C., East Fulham) asked whether 
the Colonial Secretary was aware that the intention 
of the Land Regulations in Palestine, preventing 
the alienation of Arab lands, was being evaded by 
the use of mortgage and foreclosure ; and whether 
he would take immediate steps to amend the regula- 
tions in order to prevent such evasion 

Mr. Emrys-Evans : | 
to suppese that the intention of the Regulations is 
being evaded by the use of morigage and toreclosure. 
The transfer of land by such methods is strictly 
limited by the Regulations to transfers resulting from 
a judicial decision in satisfaction of a mortgage 
executed and registered before the date of the Regula- 
tions. As the Regulations came into force with effect 
from 18th May, 1939, the number of such transfers 
should diminish from year to year and will eventually 
cease altogether. | 

Mr. Astor asked if the Colonial Secretary would 
inquire whether the Htgh Commissioner was satisfied 


on this point ; and Mr. Emrys-Evans said he would - 


consult Colonel Staniey.

PLIGHT OF CITRUS GROWERS 


Mr. Astor asked whether the committee investi- 

wy the dehygration of citrus fruit in Palestine 

completed its work : what were its recommenda- 
tions ; and what action had been taken. 

Mr. Emrys-Evans: The Ministry of Food De- 
hydration Mission, to which Colonce! Stanicy re- 
ferred in his answer to Mr. Astor on July 21, has 
now returned to this country, and is aeer mn 
preparing its report to the Minister of F . When 
the Mission's report is available, consideration will 
be given to what further action, if any, is practicable 
and desirable, inthe matter of extending citrus 
dehydration facilities in Palestine. 

Mr. Astor asked if the Colonial Secretary was 
aware that the distress among citrus growers m 
Palestine was very severe, and would show a 
certain ree of urgency on this question, otherwise 
they would all be bankrupt. : 


POSITION OF ITALIANS HERE 


The Home .Secretary made a statement on the 
status of Italian nationals in chis country in reply to 
Wing-Commander Hulbert (C., Stockport), “The 
declaration of war by Italy upon Germany,” said 
Mr. Morrison, “does not alter the legal status of 
italian nationals in Great Britain. As regards treat- 
ment, Italians at liberty have been able, for a long 
time past, to make application for release from the 
special restrictions to which they were subject as 
aliens of enemy nationality, and this has been granted 
im cases where it was clear that they were anti- 


Fascist and in sympathy with the Allied cause. Of * 


those who were interned when Italy entered the war 
on.the side of the Axis, the majority have been 
released, cither because they came within the cate- 
gories of cligibility for release laid down by the 
White Pager (Command Paper 6233, 1940) or because 
they were willing and able to undertake work of 
national importance, and could be set free without 
risk to security. It is open to th . | 
ment to apply for release with a view to a 
our war efiort, and any such application will\ be 
considered on its merits.” 

Answering other questions, Mr. Morrison 
the cases of interned Italians were reviewed from time 
to time and relevant circumstances taken into account. 
He could not say without notice how many -were still 
interned. Captain Cunningham-Reid (ind... Mary- 
lebone) asked : “As there is no scientific apparatus 
to tell whether a Fascist ts still-a Fascist, would it 
not be far more prudent to leave things as they are 7?” 


ALIENS AND RETAIL BUSINESSES 


Mr. Dalton, President of the Board of Trade, 
replying to questions in the House on October 19, 
quoted an answer given on September 21 in which he 
said that between January |, 1942, and June WW, 
1943, 2.969 licences were granted to new shops, 
of which 2.796 were for individual traders, 122 to 
multiples, 34. to co-operative societics, to variety 
chain stores, and 6 to departmental chain stores. 
He added in reply to Major Petherick (C., Penryn 
and Falmouth) that not more than 30 licences were 
issued to aliens, and the number granted to aliens of 
enemy origin must, therefore, have been very small. 


DEFENCE CONFERENCE 
Private Assembly of Parnassim 


The Canference of Presidents of Congregations, 
or their representatives, under the auspices of the 
Defence Commiutice of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, will be held on Monday, November I, 
at Woburn House. Mr. Gordon Liverman, J P.., 
Chairman of the Defence Committee, will preside, 
and Professor Selig Brodetsky, President of the 
Board, will be the first speaker.

WORLD JEWISH CONGRESS 
British Section Conference 


DR. BRODETSKY NO LONGER A 
VICE-PRESIDENT 


A conference was held at the Caxton Hall and 
the Dorchester Hotel by the British Section of the 
World Jewish Congress, last week-cnd. Mr. S. S. 
Silverman, M.P., Chariman of the Section, presided. 

The list of new Hon. s did not include the 
name of Prof. Brodetsky, who was formerly a 
Vice-President of the Section 

Mr. M. Orbach, the Chariman of the Credentials 
Committee, announced that there were 220 delegates 
present representing 96 organisations. In addition 
there were fraternal delegates. 

After several messages had been read including one 
from Professor Brodetsky, the address of the Beek 
dent, Lady Reading, was read in her absence through 
indisposition, by Mr. Orbach. In it she urged that 
there should be lewish representation on the United 
Nations Commrussion for the investigation of war 
crimes, 

Resolutions were passed congratulating the United 
Nations on their victories and welcoming the restora- 
tion of the Cremicux laws in N. Africa. 

Mr. A. L. Easterman, the Political Secretary, 

presenting the report of the Executive, said that 
victory’ must provide a world covefant of human 
rights for the universal family of nations. The Jewish 
people. must share in the framing of that covenant. 
The Jews asked that they should be given their place 
in the parliament of peoples in equality with others. 
They asked for their people and in their name what 
other peoples asked for themselves—freedom, justice, 
equality, and the free pursuit of their happiness. 
That was what they of the World Jewish Congress 
were striving for. 
Mr. Ernst Frischer, member of the Czechoslovak 
State Council, urged that the Congress should be 
as well equipped as any of the exiled Governments of 
small European countries 

On Sunday the Chairman (Mr. Silverman), re 
ferrihg to the expected visit of the two Soviet repre: 
sentatives -Professor S. Mikhoels and Colonel itvik 
Feffier, said that so far they had. not arrived it 
had been decided to send them a telegram congratu 
lating them on the Russian victories 

Mr, Alec Nathan, presenting the financial report, 
said that the balance-sheet shouki give them con- 
yg that the affairs of the Section were well looked 
atter. 

A delegate asked how many organmations were 
affiliated to the Section : the Chairman replied 161. 

Mr. Nissenbaum spoke of the likeithoad of great 
opposition to the claim to represent British Jewry 
at the peace conference. What were they going to 
do about 

Dr. Merkin declared: “We want to capture the 
Jewish community of this country for the World 
Jewish Congress.” The Executive, he thought, 
should devote 2 great part of its work to home affairs. 

Mr. l. Shepherd said iat. they could only say that 
they had a small fraction of the Anglo-Jewish coni- 
mumty behind them. For the Conference to bave a 
real value, something more should be donc, and they 
should work out a scheme to mobilise British Jewish 
support. Because without such sw sort the value of 
their work was unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Lubbock urged that the Conference should 
ye on record iis appreciation of the work of the 

yviet Union 

Mr. John Mack, M.P., made a vigorous attack on 
the leadership of the British Section of the Congress. 
He first made it clear. that he. was a wholehearted 
supporter of a world-wide Jewish organisation, the 
purpose of which was to cement the Jewish people in 
this vital hour of their -trial.. But he was not pre- 
pared to stand for a leadership which did not lead in 
the right way. They had individuals in that organisa- 
tion who were associated with peace aim groups, onc 
of which had openly shown disregard for the Jewish 
case. 


There were cries of “Name! 

“Mr. Stokes,” replied Mr. "Mack, who said that 
the prestige of that organisation was low because 
many Jews were not prepared to atsociate 
with it, though he would wish that they would. He 
objected to the fact that when a deputation went 
to sec Ministers, he was never consulted either orally 
or by letter, and he hed never hémrd to whom those 

tauions had been made and their outcome. 

‘ith the exception of one or two on the platform 
the biggest figures were not there that day. He believed 
up a great prestige and they could 

t ) were not an organtsation 
tr they had a decent leadership and decent col- 


laboration. 

“Watch your step,” orged Mr. Mack, whe said 
he wanted the young men to come into the movement. 

Mr. Michael Marcus, referring by implication to the 
Board of Deputies, declared thet it seemed to him 
that that nisation was moving towards 4 state 
of decay and decomposition. 

The Chairman, after replying to what he took to 
be an attack in part upon himself by Mr. Mack, said 
that th. British Section of the Congress had never 
sought to interfere with any of the proper authority 
and jurisdiction of the Board as representing for 
all internal and indeed external purposes the organ- 
ised AngloJewish community. Bat there were 
Jewish questions and Jewish problems common to 
all Jews all over the world which would never get 
adequately dealt with until the lews were represented 
by a world-wide organisation em ered to speak in 
the name of al) Jews. . Who sodld dowtt, looking at 
the last three years, that if the Congress had not. . 
cxisted when war broke out, & would have been 
necessary to create one ? 

Mr. Silverman said that bearing in mind the size 
of the problem, what they had achieved was puifully 
inadequate and no one on the platform pretended 
otherwise. 

The Rev. Dr. Cohen, dealing with the probiem of 
anti-Semitism, hoped that it would be a function of the 
Congress to get eee a body of jurists who could 
examine this problem in all its aspects and then 
bring forward proposals which would not be open to 
the objection that they implied a denial of . free 
speech. 


Mr. Bakstansky on Patestine— 


After many more resolutions had been passed, 
Mr. L. Bakstansky, moving a couple more on Paleo 
tune, answered &@ question as to why the abrogation 
of the White Paper had not been mentioned m. the 
resolution. “It had never been recognised by any 
section of the Jewrnsh people,” was bis reply, “and 
for them and for enlightened humanity 4 does not 
exist.””. They of the Section were seeking to-day not 
to define their attitude m regard to something 
temporary and unclean, but in respect of the future 
of the Jewish people and Palestine. 

Mr. Bakstansky spoke of the arms trials in Palestine 
as being based on dishonesty and camouflage, with 
the intention of dis¢rediting them in Palestine and im 
the world and to make their future there precarious, 
if not wnpossible 

Were they going to trust to that kind of Administra- 
tion to allow the possibility of a large Jewish wamigra- 
lion 

in hes references to Jewish-Arab relations, he de- 
clared : “Real Arab-Jewish co-operation is impossible 
under a Brifish Administration.” 

He was saying this as a result of Diller experience 
of 20 and 25 years. Because, if in the cenire of 
Government they hal authorities who were not at all 
determined to eencourage co-operation between the 
two races and mm many cases went out of their way 
to divide them, how could they expect a real under- 
standing between them and people who were in 
many cases illiterate and were misled by all sorts of 
things and persons ?

The Jewish tragedy, he went on, was 

in all the blood-stained annals of Eur At least 

two million Jews had already been Dut by the 

Nazis, and they were tow exterminating the third 


million. Such bare figures conveyed little of their 


ghastly meaning to the British people. Moreover, 
they had a horror of all cruelty, and the general press 
was sparing of nauseating details of human bestialli- 
ves “No wonder that the ordinary reader is 
sceptical in regard to what seem to him unbelievable 
atrocities,” he said. Any attempts to publish those 
details roused the crypto-Nazis wtio raised the cry 
of “atrocsty-mongering.” 

Why was the Press silent ? the Chief Rabbi asked. 
Were any persons being saved from the slaughter- 
houses ? Was any salvage being undertaken ? 

“There is a Bermuda silence over ali this,” he com- 
ment 

He praised Switzerland and Sweden for their pro- 
Jewish activity. But, he continued, more than all the 
Western democracies combined was the achievement 
of Seviet Russia. Some 1,600,000 Jews who were 
not subjects of the Soviets had been saved, 

He thought that the meeting of Stalin and the 
Patriarch was a precedent for a meeting with the head 
of the Jewssh Ketillah that would lead to official 
recognition of and tegalisation for Jewish. religious 
life. That implied a hew approach to Jewish prob- 
lems. For instance, to Zionism. He denied that 
Hebrew was a reactionary language. It was the 
mother tongue not only of religion, but also of 
human freedom. 

The international! air having been cleared of sus- 
picion, Hebrew might be allowed to resume its right- 
ful place in Jewish life 

“The Battle of Britain is being fought In Russia. 
Let us remember that if we do our full duty, we not 
only help to destroy Hitlerism, but bring back 
Russian Jewry to the fold of Israel.’ 

Dr. Redcliffe N. Salaman, who presided, stressed 
the mportance of the Jewish Fund for Soviet Russia 
(of which he is President) as a weapon to aid the 
sick and wounded heroes of the Red Army. He gave 
some details of the tremendous part that the Soviet 
Jews were playing in the war. 

British Officer in Greece a Jew 

In this country, he went on, the anti-Semite was 
never tired of suggesting that the Jews were not taking 
their full part m the war, and the reticence mm the 
Press and elsewhere of the part played by Jews might 
excuse even fair-minded persons for entertainimeg 
such ideas 

He drew attention to two recent incidents. About 
ten days before, the B.B.C. told how a gallant British 
officer, who had done splendid work im (Greece, 
where le was affectionately known by his first name, 
had recently visited this country, and was returning 
to the guerrillas with a message from the Prime 
Minister. A day or two later, the death of Trebitsch 
Lincoln was reported. The B.B.C. and the. Press 
generally began ail their accounts of that particularly 
unpleasant renegade scoundre! by pointing out that 
he was a Jew. No one informed the world that the 
British officer was a Jew, yet so he was. 

in his case, as in hundreds of others, the individual's 
contribution to victory was merged in the common 
“Jewry,” said Dr. Salaman, “does not ask 
or ite heroes to be trumpeted abroad more loudly 
or more often than those of any other community, 
but mt docs deeply resent the system of public account- 
ancy by which only the debit side of the Jewish 
account ss offered to the public.” 

Their fighting men were scattered throughout all 
the armies of the Allies. They were slaughtered as a 
people, but they had to defend themselves as indi 
viluals. Even m Palestine, they were not permitted 
to fight ander ther own flag or with a cistinctive 
badge, but as a nameless ally. 

“No Jew is likely to forget,’ he concluded, “that 
the New Russia, cveri in those terrible days when 
the foundations of her new state were being laid, 
banished anti-Semitism, and since then it has not 
ratsed tty head again—may one hope because, under 
the Soviet system, there is neither opportunity for 
its generation, nor scope for its malignity. We 
believe that Russia stands firm, not only to-day, but 
for to-morrow, for human freedom and jusuce, 
and more than that no Jew has ever demanded.” 

Mr. E. Shinwell, M_P.. wanted Jews to take their 
part in ensuring that in future they would not wait 
for the emergence of Fascism, but would destrey it 
straghtway 

(Mr. Shinweill’s outspoken criticism of the conduct 
of the court in Palestine during the recent arms trial 
was reported in last week's JEwisH CHRONICLE). 

Other speakers were Mr. Joseph Mcleod, the only 
non-Jewish speaker, who paid tribute to Mikhoeis 
and Feffer as great artists, and Mr. M. Orbach.

“In these days of horrible martyrdom of the Jews 
and of undaunted heroism of the Russians everyone 
is eager to show complete solidarity with them,’ 
said Mr. H. G. Wells, presiding at a luncheon 
arranged last week by the English Pen Club in honour 
of Professor Mikhoecls and Colonel Feffer. Mr. 
Wells suggested that Mikhoels and Feffer, after their 
return to Russia, should ‘initiate a Pen Club to main-

Allied Services Ball in London 


JEWISH WAR SERVICE A “ BEST 
KEPT SECRET” 


Uniforms of most of the United Nations and of 


all branches of the Services were strongly in evidence 


at a well-attended Succot bail for Jewish officers, 
men, and women in the Allied Armics, organised at 
Grosvenor House, Park Lane, Landon, on Tuesday 
of last week by the Committee for a Jewish Army. 

Lord and Lady Strabolgi received the guests, who 
included military representatives of the Allied 
Governefénts, and Lady Strabolgi, who is Chairman 
of the Ladies’ Committee which organised the ball, 
presided during a brief interval in which short 
addresses were given. 

Lady Strabolgi, after expressing greetings to Jews 
in the Services everywhere, thanked the members of 
the Women’s Committee for all the work they have 
put in to make this ball a success—“and this includes 
one man, our good friend Captain Helpern, who 
attended all our meetings and gave us valuable help 
and advice.” 

“Your main task,” said Lady Strabolgi, “* is con- 
tinueus propaganda work for the establishment of a 
Jewish Army. We want also to make known the facts 
about the great contribution which is being made 
by the Jews who are already serving. e have 
the answer to Goebbels’s anti-Semitic lies—but we 
must make the answer known.” Afier referring to 
the fact that there are 1,000,900 Jews serving in the 
Allied ‘Armies, she asked how mary people. knew 
that in the Eighth Army there were 30,000 Jews? 
It was a group of Jewish volunteers who were put 
into German uniforms and mixed with the soldiers 
of the Afrika Korps when the British needed to find 
out certain things concerning Romme!l's dispositions. 
It was Jewish volunicers who saved the valuable oil 
at Mosul; a Jewish battalion helped defend 
Tobruk during “the long siege: and a Jewish 
battalion landed at Tobruk, drove the Germans out, 
and then struck at Rommel’s rear when he had won 
his victory at Halfaya Pass. Jewish units were among 
the first to land in Sicily : and they were — their 
fall share of the fighting in Italy. When the Middle 
East campaign had reached a grave crisis, the con- 
tribution of Palestine was the miracle that saved 
us. Jewish industry and Jewish agricalture supplied 


General Montgomery with much of the vast and. 


varied equipment which he needed for. his mechan- 
ised army-—it was there, on the spot. Palestine 
placed at the disposal of the British Empire an 
industrial organisation of some 7,000 factories—and 
what a powerful instrument of victory this proved 
to be in the hands of the devoted and zealous Jewish 
population. And, from the Jewish population in 
Palestine of half a million, 137,000 volunteered for 
service when war broke out—these were not British 
subjects, not. even recognised as belonging to one 
of the United Nations—had not they and other 
Stateless Jews the right to their own Araty and their 
own flag? 


What the Public Doesn't Hear About 


Lord Strabolgi said that one of the best kept 
secrets of the whole war was the contribution of the 
Jewish communities throughout the world to the 
We heard nothing of the 30,000 
Jewish soldiers who had served in all the campaigns 
of the incomparable Eighth Army. nor had he seen 
anything published about the great help of the Jewish 
industries and agriculture mm Palestine in supplyme 
the Eighth, Ninth, and Tenth Armies in the 
darkest days of this war, when the British Empire 


fought on almost alone, the Jews everywhere had 


rallied to our cause. There was a higher percentage 
of Jews serving in the British armed forces than that 
of any other religious community. These facts had 
only to be known to stop an incipient but dangerous 
growth of anti-Semitism in this country. . The only 
foundation for the slander -that young Jewish men 
were not doing thew duty was that Stateless Jews 
and refugees Bee Hitler’s persecution were not 
allowed to jom fhghting units. The ebject of the 
Committee which had organised this: ball was the 
formation of Jewish Legions of Stateless and Pales- 
tinjan’ Jews who could avenge the indignities and 
cruelties aa their community by the Nazi barbarians. 

After Capt. Jeremiah Helpern had briefly greeted 
the gathering, Mr. John D. Mack, M.P., spoke of 
Jewish heroism throughout the ages. The exploits 
of the Maccabeans of did, the courage of the Jewish 
battalion that took part in ‘the defence of Tobruk, 
the bravery of the Jewish men, women, and children 
of the Warsaw ghetto, who, almost unarmed, fought 
the Nazi mechanised army, and the offer of the 
whole of Palestine’s Jewish population to throw 
themselves into the breach when Rommel'’s army 
threatened to overrun Egypt, were evidence of the 
ability to fight. Two-thirds of a million Jews were 
serving in the Red Army, and another third of a 
million were with the United States armed forces: 
56,000 Jews were with the British forces. They 
iooked forward to the time when Stateless and 
Palestinian Jews would have the opportunity of 
fighting under their own banner,

The first of these two difficulties is accentuated by the wide 
of opinion that exists among British % as to 
what constitutes the essential elements of Jewish education. 
For example, the amount of time that should be devoted to 
the study of Orthodox Judaism, Liberal Judaism, or the 
study of Zioniem, would obviously vary with the opinions 
held by different types of Jews, and it would certainly seem 
that some aes syllabus must be which would be 
acceptabic to groups. 

With regard to the second difficulty, this is dependent 
» economic factors, but Iny experience goes to show that 
best type of teacher must be fully trained and must have 

the fullest opportunity of covering the syllabus with 
a very t majority of his scholars. is latter is best 
shieued the Jewish Non-Provided School where the 
instruction forms part of the ordinary curriculum of the 
school, and thus a child’s own time can be utilised either for 
study or play when school is over. 

in considering the position of the Voluntary Schools, it 

should be remembered that a very large amount of money 
and endeavour has gone into the making of these schools, 
and that the whole curriculum is carried out in a Jewish 

e, and with due reference to the incidence of Jewish 
Festivals. The destruction of normal Jewish home and 


“communal life consequent upon war-time conditions, m- 


creases rather than diminishes the necessity for the retention 
of Jewish surroundings where possible. ; 

The necessity for this type of schoo! has been recognised 
more fully by Catholics than by any other denomination, 
and. asis well known, the Catholics have fought very streou- 
ously for the privi of retaining control of ther own 
woluntary schools. is is not merely an obstructionist 
attitude. but is based on the-principle that where the State 
demands a contribution towards education, it ss mcumbent 
upon the State to provide the type of religious education 
that a parent desires. I have the fullest sympathy with this 
attitude, which, in my opinion, is a fair one. 

The introdaction of the so~<alled conscience clause into 
the last Education Act, has been followed by very pernicious 
results in practice, for it is merely negative in its action. This 
clause... which allows scholars to Be withdrawn from any 
religious training with which a parent disagrees, docs not 
undertake to provide any alternative rehgrous traming, and 
it is this clause more than any other single factor which has 

oduced so many “pagans” among our youth: for under 
it, a child becomes neither a “good” Jew nor a “good” 
Christian. and his religious knowledge is ni! 

With regard to the pomts you make about the dispersa! of 
Jewish bomes, which may well become a getmnnens feature 
of oost-war Jewry, | would suggest that t real answer to 
this is to be found in the residential Jewish school. There are 
many well-to-do. Jews, who support this type of scix ol, and 
pay quite considerable fees for the advantages which it 
offers. The creation of State-supported residential schools 
és visualised in the Government plans for post-war reconstruc-

A Tribate from the Troops

Rabinowitz officiated as Senior Jewish Chaplain to 
the Forces in the M.E. 

Having by chance scen him just prior to his departure for 
the U_K., I know what his feclings were at leaving the Middic 
Bast. 1 doutt. however. if be knew what a decp sense of 
loss we, throughout the Command, expericnced on bearing 
of his impending move 

We. who have spent so lone in the Desert and began our 
campaigning well before the advent of the Eighth Army. 
have, I believe, developed a unique sense of human values, 
for both the blazing sum and the endicss wastes induce a 
somewhat clearer appreciation of the qualities or weak- 
messes of those with whom we serve. Jewish soldiers in the 
Middle East know full well that in the departure of Padre 
Rabinowitz they have lost, pro tem. a staunch and devoted 
comrade—the was sO much onc of them. His absence is 
already felt. Our horizon lacks the stimulus of his presence. 
as the efergy and drive and the brightening quip and joke 
which all who came into personal contact with him learned 
to expect and respond to with affection. 

tt is far too carly to reminisce, but<there are certain 
memories which we Desert Rats cherish. One of them, I 
doutt not. is the cloud of dust from which emerecd. in such 
often unexpected but very pertinent moments, the familiar, 
everiaden Staff car (mechanically maintained rather by faith 
than by works, ict us admit) containing, besides innumerabic 
Packages of amenities for the woops, our tired but cheery

PALESTINE AND ARAB 
FEDERATION 


Speaking on the subject of “Palestine and an Arab 
Federation,” to the Theodor Herzl Society, at 47, 
Eton Avenue, N.W.3, last week, Mr. Ephraim 
Broido said that the talks that were going on in 
Cairo and other places could not take place in the 
midst of the war unless they had the approval of 
the British Government. 

Recalling the Feisal-Weizmann agreement, Mr 
Broido described it as a perfect example of what 
Jewish-Arab collaboration shou'd be. because it 
embodied the entire Balfour Declaration: approved 
of the return of the Jews to their country, of a 
speedy and large-scale settlement on the land, and 
of large-scale Jewish immigration; and spoke of the 
exchange of duly accredited agents between the Arab 
State and Palestinc. 

In any scheme of federation in the Middle East, 
said the speaker, Palestine could come into the 
scope of discussion only on the basis of the recoe- 
nition of a Jewish Palestine: The Jews could 
collaborate in a scheme for the révival of the Middle 
Fast on the basis of complete caval status as a 
nation. Ths spirit of collaboration, embodied in 
the Feisal-Weizmann agreement, was, he said. still 
possible of revival provided the United Nations gave 
a lead. it was finally up to the United Nations to 
show the way by a proper adjustment of Arab- 
Jewish relations on a-basis of collaboration and 
of full utilisation of the Jewish factor in a design 
to revive the Mediterranean region.

COST-OF-LIVING RISE CAUSES 
HARDSHIPS 


American Survey © Palestine 


A survey of retail food prices in the principal cities 
of Palestifie has disclosed that the cost of living has 
risen to unprecedented heights, according to a report 
appearing in the “Foreign Commerce Weekly,” an 
oficwal organ of the American Department of 
“ommerce 

Ihe survey, which was taken in Jerusalem, Jaffa, 
and Hala, shows that prices in Jewish markets have 
imecreased by 152.9 per cent, while prices in Arab 
markets have risen by 211.8 per cent. The chief 
causes of the inflation are a decrease in the supply 
of consumer goods as a result of the war, increased 
purchasing power beceuse of military spending, and 


‘the smaller civilian food supply which has resulted 


from purchases by the armed forces, the Commerce 
Department report says. It points out that families 
with fixed incomes, especially in thé lower mocome 
groups, are suffering extreme hardships. 

Some atteript has been made to alleviate the 
situation by the appointment of a Wages Commitice 
which recommended cost-of-living allowances. How- 
since such allowances have not béen made 
mandatory, they have not improved the. situation 
much, the survey adds. 


NO VEGETABLES FOR A WEEK

Gabry Pasha proposed that 
King Farouk of. Egypt should be the head of the 
planned Union of Arab States. ““ We base our 
greatest hopes on King Farouk I,’ Gabry Pasha said. 

‘We wish to see him at the head of the Arab 
peoples, whom he will lead through. the required 
successive stages of political and social evolution.”’

Only a week after the of the Buenos Aires 
newspapers published in Yiddish, which the ¢s- 
man the Argentine Government attributed to a

comes from the province of Entre Rios, where 
Colonel Ramirez, the brother of President Ramirez, 
was “Interventor,” or Federal. Commissioner, that a . 
number of Jewish and Masonic institutions have been 
dissolved, reports Tue. Times. 

The Commissioner issued adecree last Friday 


suppressing the Argentine Israelite Society of Mutua! 
Help and Welfare ; the Argentine Israelite Society of

Deguel Yehuda Society of Culture and-Mutual Help ; 
the General Mitre Masonic Society: and several 
others. Entre Rios contains one of the biggest 
Jewish communities in Argentina, a Jewish agricul- 
tural colony having been founded there by the 
Jewish Colonisation Association 
President Ramirez has given further evidence of 
his determination to establish a Nazi form of Govern- 
ment by appointing General Farrell as Vice-President. 
Last week THe JewtsH CHRONICLE reported that 
Gustavo Martinez Zuviria had been appointed 
Minister of Justice and Education. Zuviria, whose 
n-name is Hugo Wast, is the author of anti- 
mitic books.

GREEK JEWS FACE POGROM 
Broadcast Warning to Nazis 


Following a German announcement that the com- 
pulsory registration of the Jews in Greece has been 
extended to areas previously held by the Italians, a 
warning has been broadcast to the Nazi authorities. 
over the B.B.C. against committing further anti- 
Jewish atrocities. in Balkan countries. 

Pointing out that registration has in the past always 
been the first step to deportation.the broadcast said 
that there was reason to believe that the Nazis were 
planning yet further barbaritics. “Amidst their own 
sufferings,” it was stated, “the heroic people of 
Greece have repeatedly protested against the Nazi 
persecutions of the Jews in their country and they 
will, we know, do all in their power, as they have 

always done, to shelter and protect these helpless 
victims of fanaticism. Let the Nazis pause before. 
perpetrating yet further atrocities and let the German 
people realise that these atrocities committed im their. 
name mefely increase the horror and the hatred 
which Germany brings upon herself by tolerating 
such barbarism. The hour of reckoning approaches.”

The Vatican has made strong representations to 
the German Government and the German High 
Command in aly against the persecution of the 
Jews in Nazi-occupied Italy, according to reports 
reaching Catholic circles in Switzerland. 

It 1s stated that a protest was handed to the German 
Minister at the Vatican and that it dealt primarily 
with the failure of the Nazis to liberate the hundred 
leading Jews who had been detained as hostages in 
Rome, despite the ransom of 50 kilogrammes of 
gold paid for their release, in accordance with the 
Nazi demands.

OPPOSED 


- American Jewish Committee 
Leaves Conference 


The American Jewhh Committee at an Executive 
session held in New York this week, decided by a 
large majority to withdraw from the American 
Jewish Conference because of the resolution favour- * 
ing the establishment of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine which was adopted by the Conference. 

At the same time the Committee ssucd a4 staic- 
ment declaring that it would continue to figin the 
White Paper and would also contmue to co-operate 

‘with the American Jewish Conference in its American 
Jewish religious, . cultural, and philanthropic 
activities, ‘ 

The statement emphasises that the Committee will 
devote itself to safeguarding Jewish interests in 
America and other ceuntrics, including Palestine. 
but declares that “ the world Jewish problem cannot 
be solved through Palestine aod similarly the salva- 
tion of the Jews in Europe cannot be achieved 
through Palestine alone and certainly not through 
over-emphasising Palestine’s political constitution.” 

Judge vudge Louis Levinthal., 
two Vice-Presidents of the Zionist Organisation of 
America, and Mrs. Tamara de Sola Pool, President 
of the Hadassah (Women’s Zionist Organisation of 
America), infmediately announced their resignation 
from the American Jewish Committee. They have 
also telegraphed to other members of the Commitice 
asking them to resign

RUMANIAN JEWS REVOLT 
A New Wave of Terror 


A revolt of Jewish internees in 4 concentration 
camp in Transnistria (the Rumanian-administercd 
section of the Russian Ukraine) took place on Septem- 
ber 25, according to an Istanbul report. Rumanian 
military guards entered the camp in force and told 
the Jews to prepare to return to ‘Bessarabia, but 
bearing in mind others’. experiences, they feared 
that, they were to be deported to death camps. They 
set upon and overpowered the guards, and seized 
their arms and ammunition. <A strong Rumanian 
unit was sent to suppress the rising, bul the Jews 
fought desperately and succeeded in killing and 
wounding many Rumanian soldiers before order was 
restored. The Jews also sustained casualties. 

Despite the payment of the second instalment of 
the special Jewish “War. Tax” of four milliard lei 
there has been a fresh wave of arrests of Jews in 
Rumania. Hundreds have been taken in the past 
few days, and there are signs that the campaign is 
growing in violence 

It is believed that the new persecutions are duc to 
‘pressure from the Nazis who are making the Moscow 
Conference an excuse for the attacks Ihey are 
alleging that the Jews are responsible for the Con- 
ference decisions. 

Gravest fears are entertained for the fate of 
thousands of Jewish refagees mm Rumania who now 
face the grim prospect of deportation and extermima- 
tron 

Reports are current that the Nazis are also exerting 
strong pressure on Hungary for the handing over of 
the Jews of that country. 

Horia Sima, leader of the Rumanian tron Guard. 
is believed to have been killed in a Bucharest strect 
according to a report by the Moscow radio 


REMNANT OF POLISH JEWRY 


Recent reports received by authoritative Polish 
circles in London give fresh details of the remnants 
of the Jewish population in Poland to-day. Not 
more than 400.000 Jews. out of a pre-war total of 
+,.400 000. are said to be still living there. They are 
herded.in 20 larger and about 40 smalier localities. 

The largest ghetto is m Lodz, and all Jews able to 
work there are employed in German factories. Only 
those who work.are allowed scanty rations: The 
others receive no rations at all. Yery fewof the 
Jews who have recently been deported from other 
countries to Poland are taken to the ghettoes.. The 
great majority go direct to the death camps of 
Treblinka and Majdanck 

In the notorious concentration camp of Oswiecim 
about 8,000 Jews are detained, including hundreds 
of Jewish religious leaders who are segregated and 
made to do the most degrading work such a4 clean- 
ing lavatories and roads. — 

he secret Polish anti-Nazi radio station has broad- 
cast an appeal to all Poles to protect the lives of the 
Jews still in Poland. The appeal was made on behalf 
of the guerrilla organisation, the Gwardia Ludowa, 
the Workers’ Party, the Union of Freedom, Equality, 
and Fraternity, and the Peasants’ Organisations. The 
people were urged not to disclose to the Germans the 
laces where Jews are hidden and not to denounce 
ews who escaped the Gestapo by assuming non- 
Jewish names and by securing non-Jewish documents. 

Finally, a stern warning was given that any person 
found guilty of denouncing Jews to the Gestapo or of 
harming Jews would be executed by the Polish 
guerrillas. This, it was pointed out, was no idle 
threat, as many G agents who had been respon- 
sible for the killing of Jews had already been executed. 


MINISTER DENOUNCES ENDEKS 


A scathing denunciation of the Endeks and their 
activilies was uttered by Professor Kot, the Polish 
Minister of Information, at a recent session of the 
Polish National Council. The Minister was discus- 
his department's aims and methods of working, 
and declared that a good: deal of his work was 
hindered by the harmful activities of the Endeks’ 
leader, Dr. Bielecki, and his associates in the United 
Kingdom and in countries abroad.

DANISH JEWS DEPORTED 
A “ Nazi Blunder ” 


Travellers and refugees from Denmark have con- 
firmed that Danish Jews arrested by the Gestapo have 
now been deported, despite the wi rrotests 
and the plea of King Christian that they should be in- 
terned in Denmark. A prominent Copenhagen citizen 
has reported thai one deportation vessel left two days 
after the first raids and that two others have teft 
since. Non-Jews, mistakenly arrested and ister 
released, have told how the deportees were stowed in 
the holds of the ships. 

A German ram starting from Aalborg, bound for 
Germany with wagons, mostly cattle trucks, 
stopped at all large towns en route and picked up 
Jews who had been collected by the Nazis. When the 
tram reached. Kolding, it was full. Fritze Nathansen, 
the sixteen-year-old girl who is a world champion 
swimmer, was deported on this train. 

The number of Jews arrested during. the first raids 
is now estimated to be 1,600, and a further 600 have 
since been rounded up. 

Jews who had concealed themselves were tured 
from their hiding places by the promise, of a visa to 


immediately arrested and deported. 

German circies Copenhagen have openly 
admitted that the persecution of the Jews was a 
mistake made by Berlin and is likely to result in 
hampering German administrative work aS well as 
mereasing Danish resistance. Reports from Malmo 
state that the persecutions have led to a split between 
the German police and the Wehrmacht which did 
not participate in the arrests. Many police are also 
stated to have carried out their orders without 
enthusiasm, which may account for the large number 
of Jews who managed to escape ;

“On one of the last nights of September the five 
thousand Jews, who. stull remained in Amsterdam, 
followed their brothers into slavery, escorted by their 
torturers.

Yet. the Jewish section of our people will 
resume one day its place at the Netherlands hearth, 
mutilated but not perished 

“Although the Dutch people will be unable to 
undo much of the suffering it will do’its utmost to 
heal the wounds that have been inflicted upon the 
Jews. With God's help we will do our share in 
wiping off this stain on the world’s conscience 

“It ts a torment to the soul to see the large humber 
of German regulations’ concerning Jews, embodying 
the smali-minded torments and crafty robberies 
that give a full-length portrait of the Herrenvolk. 
But still more are we moved by the tragic fact that 
the Jews themselves were forced to help in organising 
the expulsion of their brothers; The Jewish Council 
was for the purpose of assisting the Jews in their 
misfortune. Many of its members performed their 
task with love and devotion. But the oppressor 
made the Council: his tool in the execution of his 
infamous orders. When no more deportations could 
be organised because victims were no longer available 
the Jewish Council and all its personnel suffered 
the same fate. They were among those last five 
thousand who started on their sad journcy to Wester- 
bork on the night of September 28/29.” 


RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 
To Be Outlawed in U.S.A.?

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A DANGEROUS UNREALITY 


THE Conference of the British Section of the World 
Jewtsh Congress, a report of whose proceedings will be 
found elsewhere in this issue, affords an opportune occasion 
for a re-examination of this movement. 

The Congress has taken to itself a resounding title which, 
if it means anything, suggests that it speaks for all the 


: Jewries of this planet. Now such a claim, as we believe 


the serious supporters of the movement have thernselves 
made clear, is without substance. Indeed, it would be 
ridiculous, in the light of all the evidence, to attempt to 
maintain it. For one thing, half the Jews of the world—if, 
as we pray. may be the case, so many still survive—lie under 
the grinding heel of their r-thiess enemy, with no voice of 
their own, and cannot be consulted. Other leading Com- 
munities, such as those of Britain and Russia, stand aloof. 
These palpable truths are, af course, admitied by the 
leaders of the movement. But. nevertheless, the name, 
dangerously misleading as we maintain, still stands. 

Why worry, it may be asked, about a mere matter of 
‘nomenclature? The reason why we certainly should worry 
is very plain to all who are willing to give the matter a 
little cool thought. The style aod title of “ World Jewish 
Congress “ invests the movement, whether it likes if or not, 
with an importance and an influence to which it has no 


‘justifiable right, and to which, as we say, it would not, if 
challenged, lay claim. This name misleads the outside 


public who are understandably ignorant of the actual facts. 
in point of fact, so far from representing the voice of the 


free Jewries, some 9) per cent. of the policy of the Con-. 
gress is decided at the headquarters in New York, or. 


rather by the small group of leaders there. No regular 
and frequent meetings of the Congress are or could be 
held at which policies could come up for scrutiny, criticism, 
and control. Indeed, anything like control by the Jewish 
masses simply does not exist. _In short, New York is in 
the highly unhrepresentative, to say nothing of undemo- 
ctatic, position of power without responsibility. ~ 

In that dangerous position the Congress, itself perhaps 
obsessed and deceived after a time by its own sonorous 
litle, arrogates to itself the function of negotiating, directly 
or through its sections, with Governments here, there, and 
everywhere. Speaking like the head of a sovereign State, 
we find its British Section declaring, as part of the Con- 
gress line of policy, that its purpose is to “ establish close 
and friendly relations with the Giovernments of the Allied 
Nations and the Governments of. the Neutral States “—~a 
statement which almost reads like an excerpt from the 
“ gracious speech from the throne” at the opening of a 
new Parliamentary session. In another resolution “ this 
National Conference of the British Section of the World 


. Jewish Congress congratulates the peoples of the United 


Nations and pledges itself to spare no efforts in the common 
cause until final victory is. won "for all the world as 
though this pledge had not been made and fulfilled by Jews 
from the very outset of hostilities, and as though the 
demand fof a Jewish Army had not been made years before 
the British Sectién met on Sunday. But the non-Jew in 
the street cannot be expected to be au fait with these 
realities. The tmnocent public can hardly be blamed if, 
listening to the Jew-baiters around them, they accept the 
allegation that the Jews did not offer to fight until the 
fifth ‘year of the war, when the way the cat was going to 
jump had been decided. 


This last-named failure of pudgment is just a slight and rela- 
tively unimportant example of the power which any body - 


carrying on under such an all-embracing title as “ World 


-Jewish Congress” has to commit or condemn every Jew in 


this land and elsewhere. And there is no shadow of control by 
the masses of the Section’s utterances. It calls its meeting 
a “ National Conference of the British Section of the Con- 
gress,” but the parade of the 96 organisations which sent 
delegates was, as a glance at the credentials would show, 
very much a piece of window-dressing. Is the British 
branch of the Congress, nevertheless, claiming the right to 
express the views of British Jews on international affairs 
and to pass them on to Government? If so, it is without 
warrant intruding upon the work of the Deputies’ Foreign 
Committee, an encroachment which would, of itself, amply 
yustify the welcome if belated retirement of the President 
of the Board, Professor Brodetsky, from one of its Vice- 
Presidencies. If, on the other hand, that supposition is 
incorrect and the Section does not purport to represent 
the views of British Jewry, then it exists solely te execute 
the fiats of the leadership in’ New York and is nothing but 
the shadow of a shadow, though it apparently is unaware of 
its character. This anomalous state of affairs may explain 
why. like Rostand’s Chanticleer, it seems to imagine that if it 
didn't wake up and crow every morning, the (Jewish) sun 
wouldn trise. Meanwhile, its close association with the Con- 
gress in New York may be the means of tying British Jewry 
to the tails of well-meaning but misguided Jews in America, 
an affiliation which, in easily conceivable circumstances, 
may place Our Community in a position of no small delicacy 


So much for the aspects of this moyement more closely — 


connected with the activities of its Briti§h Section. But 
what of the larger question? Is the. Congress movement 
im itself desirable in the Jewish interests? In point of fact 


it represents a throw-back to the oineteenth-century days 
of resurgent nationalism in Europe. In an interesting 
booklet published by the British Section, the writer, Dr. L. 
Zelmanovits, speaks of the programme adopted by the 
Zionist Organisation gt the time of its initiation. It was, 
he said, confined to the upbuilding of Palestine. The fate 
of Galut Jewry was not included, but only referred to in 
a supplementary explanation that one of the means of 
achieving the programme should be “ the strengthening of 
the Jewish national feeling and national self-consciousness.” 
Thereafter, we are told, two different schools of thought 
developed in Zionism. One of them insisted upon con- 
centrating on the development of Palestine and making all 
others matters entirely subservient to this aim. The other 
held that the chief task of the Jewish renaissance movement 
was simultaneously to re-establish Jewry as a distinct 
national entity in the Diaspora. It is this second idea that 
he aaa the World Jewish Congress through and through. 

ith its quasi-governmental methods, it is seeking to foster 
the establishment of a Jewish nationality outside Palestine 
as well as within, thus not only putting the clock back but 
seeking to build up a Jewish position for the Jewish people 
in that selfsame anomalous Galut condition from which 
it was Herzl’s main purpose to deliver us. The great 
Zionist founder realised that to demand a distinct and inter- 
nationally united Jewish nationality in the Diaspora as 
well as Jewish nationhood in Palestine was contrary to 
common sense and indeed highly dangerous. He was 
content with a Jewish State in Palestine, leaving those in the 
Galut who preferred not to join it eventually in the 
position of citizens differentiated from the rest only . by 
their religion and bearing towards Jewish Palestine neither 
more nor less cultural and religious allegiance than the 
French Canadians towards France and Rome. That way 
—and that way only—lay reason, and solid hope for the 
future. In the way of Galut nationalism on which the 
Congress idea rests, hes only peril and the unending 
repetition of the tragic past. | | 

The international organisation of the Zionist movement 
stands in an utterly different category. This deals specifi- 
cally with a fundamental Jewish need, and ties itself 
specifically to a definite and single object. It is, therefore, 
capable of more or less democratic organisation. The 
Congress movement, on the other hand, cannot be so 
organised. With the wide, unlimited scope of its activity 
it is impossible for it to atta and retain anything remotely 
resembling a mandate from the Jewish people, or to achieve 
truly effective contact with the scattered masses. But it 
assumes for itself the misleadihg title of “ World Jewish 
Congress" and by virtue thereof all Jewry becomes its 
parish and all Jewish needs the objects of its solicitude 
and: intervention. This super-national body, as to the 
untutored Gentile 1 could so easily be made to appear, 
may well, if it be tolerated, become the answer to the anti- 
Semite’s prayer. Nor can it even fail to be supererogatory 
from the Jewish point of view; since Zionism already voices 
Jewish Palestine claims to the world, while on other Jewish 
needs-—beyond such elementary. desires as are already 
obvious to. all the world’s statesmen—there is extremely 
unlikely to be any such consensus of opinion as would 
enable a World Jewish Congress to claim to represent it. 

Above all, the Congress under its present title is, bluntly, 
a sham, and the Jewish people's transcendent need to-day 


18 not shams but reality. There are some unrealities that 


can be indulged with reasonable safety in these days when 
understandably the enthusiastic Jew is drawn by any 
opportunity of escape from the horrible contemporary 
facts. But, even though a body be staffed by angels 
and led by political geniuses, it must still be an unjustifiable 
peril for the Jewish people to play about with a move- 
ment which seeks to establish a world-wide organisation 
of Jews in Galut, and to dub nt “ World Jewish Congress ” 
before it exists—if it ever really can: “ What's in a name? ” 


it may be asked. In this question of the “ World Jewish | 
Congress,” more, and far more, than. many of its. misguided 


proponents perceive.

A VICTORY FOR FREEDOM | 
Ir is’ good news that the French National Committee have 
restored the Cremieux Law in Algeria and with it the full 
French citizen rights of the local Jewry. This law, famous in 
modern Jewish history, had suffered abrogation at the hands 
of the Vichy regime. Now that ban is itself abrogated. The 
step is in more than one way a triumph. It gives comfort to 
a people for whom such consolations have been too rare in 
these dark days. H gives striking witness to the power of the 
democratic principle despite its many defeats. But, above all, 
it testifies to France’s abiding fidelity to her own grand tradi- 
tions despite the.feeble attempts to replace them with catch- 


"penny substitutes fabricated by Germanified and Nazified 


Frenchmen. France remains true to herself. That is a thought 
immensely encouraging for the builders of the new and better 
world, She is not only true to nerself,. but, as her well-wishers 
are delighted to see, united and fighting valiantly for the 
Republic and all mankind. She will, one hopes and prays, 


regain in due course her rightful place in world leadership. A . 
world without the influence of the French mind and the French 


spirit would be a very unhappy place, and every “new order ” 
only a “ shadow’s shadow.” 


CUTTING THE KNOT 


SPEAKING at the last meeting of the Deputies, the President 
expressed the belief that the most important step for the Board 
to take was to make its constitution clear and its representa- 
tion above any question whatsoever: Consequently he, with 
several colleagues, proposed very strongly that it be given the 
power, if it thought fit, of dissolving itself so as to enable the 
Community to re-elect it and place it béyond any of the doubts 


raised. in pecent weeks. This suggestion wears an alluring — 


aspect, as a way of cutting clean through existing entanglements. 
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NOT SO SIMPLE 

Bur this is not quite as simple as it looks. If is possible 
even to argue that it begs the whole question of the present 
Board’s representativeness. The same consideration, however, 
would not apply to the Law and Parliamentary Committee's 


recommendation in favour of an authoritative interpretation — . 


of the election clauses of the constitution, for that would be 
an obvious way of determining the whole issue of whether 
the present Board is truly representative or not. HH certain 
elections should, in the light of the proposed interpretation, be 
found to be invalid, they would be automatically annulled, new — 
elections would follow, and a serious step would be taken 
towards providing some grounds for the claim of the present 
Board of Deputies to be representative. 


A CALL FOR LEADERSHIP 


Even then, of course, the Board would not be made 
“ safe for democracy.” It would still remain possible for enter- 
prising and determined factions to organise a bloc of votes 
with the purpose of tying the Board to the apronstrings of some 
outside body with a special purpose of its own to further. And 
this, in effect, would mean that the Board, ceasing to be an inde- 
pendent consultative body, would be shorn of any truly demo- 


‘cratic and representative character. Of course, there is one way 


in which all such plans might be foiled, or at least heavily 
embarrassed, and that would be if those who resent any sub- 
servience of the Board’ to outside pressure were to organise 
themselves with the same thoroughness as their caucus 
opponents. But in the first place that would involve the Board's 
being turned into a kind of mock parliament, and thug defeat 
its real usefulness and invite grave risks; and secondly it would 
presuppose a fund of communal vigour all round, of which the 
evidences are, to put it mildly, not convincing. There is one 
way, however, which has not been tried. If the President 
would take a resolute stand against caucuses and all such 
conspiracies, and demand that the Deputies be free to carry on 
untrammellied and in the open and tolerant spirit of the past, 


. the murky atmosphere of suspicion in which the present Board 


‘moves would soon be dissipated, especially if, at the same time, 
the methods of election were brought up to democratic 
standards and some clear principle were evolved to regulate 
the almost indiscriminate rights of communal organisations to 
be represented. 7 


A UNIQUE OPPORTUNITY 


Proressor Bropersxy is, in fact, in an exceptional position 
to give a iead, for he is not only President of the Board 
but of the, Zionist Federation, and a member of the World 
Zionist Executive—a fortunate and powerful conjunction of 
offices. His voice should carry authority not only at 
Woburn House, but still more at Great Russell Street, the 
headquarters of much emphasised “ Zionist discipline.” If he 
will take this courageous step he will evoke a response from 
the general community which might surprise him, but not those 
who are aware of the intei.sity of feeling which recent events 
have aroused.

Captain Helpern Addresses Forum 


Speaking at a meeting of the Jewish Forum, Man- 
chester, Capt. Jeremiah Helpern, of the Commitice 
for a Jewish Army, said that every nationality that 
declared itecif on the wade of the Allied Nations had 
an army of its own immediately, but the Jews were 
refused the clementary right to be recognised as a 
fighting ally, although in the last war this privilege 
was granted them long before they were recognised 
as a nation, and long before the Balfour Declaration. 

It had always been and « was now the policy of 
the military authorities to segregate clements in the 
army, so that the soldier should feel at home in his 
unit, and be among people of the same tradition, 
and, if possible, even of the same feligion. The 
milttary authorities always realised that the best fight- 
mg spirit was created by competition on the battlefield 
among such segregated units. In this war there were 
separate Scottish, Irish, and Welsh regiments: there 
were separate Indian units segregated m Mosiem 
regiments and Hinde regiments, and among them in

_ The Eternity of the 
Jewish People 


“ A ND the waters shall no more become a flood 
to destroy all flesh.” (Gen. ix, 5). Our times 
are characterised by one thing: destruction. 

In our days, the consolation of our portion of the 

Law that there will not be a second flood “ to 

destroy all flesh " is very appropriate. Many peopic 

despair. The world is going down, they exclaim. 

Now, with the prospect of victory coming nearer 

every day, this mood of despondency gives way to 

a brighter outlook. There will be a revival of man- 

kind. Everywhere, people are talking of the better 

future after the war. 

But what about the Jewish peopic? Mankind 
will survive, but peoples may die. There is no Jewish 
dogma concerning the eternity of the Jewish people. 
We trust in that eternity, but there is no dogma 
which could put us at ease. The Jewish people, alter 
withstanding. Hitler's terrible onslaught, might never- 
theless disappear, not owing to pgrsecution, but 
through their own fault. The lack of spiritual 
strength, the absence of individuals who live a Jewish 
life, of parents who educate their children in a 
Jewish way, of a youth which prepares itself for 
a Jewish future, all this may be the end of the rem- 
nant of the Jewish people. This idea, even if i 
is only born of the dismay at shortcomings in our 
midst, and not justified at all by our real position, 
might nevertheless like a threat haunt every thinking 
Jew who asks about the future of his people. Cal) 
it an imaginary threat, but visualise what it means. 


_ A prophet, if there were one in our midst, ‘might 


define this threat and, chastising our weakness, might 
exclaim in great anger: You do not deserve to have 
been saved from Hitler, you are guilty, if after all 
that glorious martyrdom the end is ingiorious. After 
a history stretching over 4,000 years, in which we 
gave the world the spiritual treasures which bork 
up mankind,.there stands before us a Jewish petty 


bourgeois calling himself a Jew and. not knowing 


what Judaism is! 


LTHOUGH we do not acknowledge anything 
like a dogma, our conviction that the Jewish 
peaple is eternal is almost dogmatic, in. our hearts 
we know that as long as history lasts, there will be 
a Jewish people. We knew it when we said: “ We 
shall stil say * shema yisrocl when there ts nobody 
left to say © Heil Hitler.” “” We knew it when we 
met all those enemies on the road on which we 
wandered: the Egyptians, the Assyrians, the Baby- 
lonians, the Syrians, the Romans, the Crusaders, the 
Inquisition, and the Russian Tsarists, all of whom 
we have outlived. 
But it is appropriate that there is‘ no dogma in 
Jewish faith. And it is appropriate to remind us of i 


with regard to the question whether the Jewish peopic 


shall live or die. Is there a future for us im the 
coming age or shall we go down unable to with- 
stand the changes of the industrial. age which 1s 
consolidating itself? If we read the books tclling 
us the tale of the Jewish past, we shall find that the 
fate of our people often hung in the balance. Nobody 
stood up in the days of Sennacherib, of Antiochus, 
and of Trajan—to name some of our enemics—io 
say to the bewildercd Jewish people: “ Be at case, 
the Jewish people are eternal.’ On the contrary. 
every respo sible leader of our people pointed out 
the possibility of extiiction. -A people can dic. 
And it will die when: there is no revival of those 
ideas by which that people came into existence, There 
is hope for us if we stand up against the dangers 
of the time, but there is no guarantec. 


: 4 be Jewish people at the end of this war will be 
d 


ifferent from what they were at the end of the 
last war. In 1918, there was a Jewish people with 
which even the Great Powers reckoned, and which 
each group wanted to win over to its side. The 
Balfour Declaration, for example, was given to a 
people whom Great Britain, reckoning with world 
opinion, wanted to Rave as a friend 

Fo-day. there is.another Jewish people. They have 
less power than the smallest European nation. But we 
need not despair. After all, the prestige of the 
Jewish people in the 19th Century was not won by 
the might of those ideas and values which really 
represent them, but by an imaginary Jewish pros- 
perity and am even more imaginary influence to 
which the powers of the world bowed. The changed 
position makes the way free for a real Jewish m- 


fluence of the workd. We have no power, and the | 


fortunes of our pcople have gone. But there are the 
ideas and values of Judaism. If we now compe! 
the world to acknowledge what those ideas ard 
values demand and which they as Christian nations 
cannot possibly reject, then our victory will be a 
real one and a more effective one than in 1918. Our 
charter is no longer based on the imaginary influence 
of a wealthy people, whom the politicians wish to 
win over. Our charter ts the old charter of the 


Jewish people. known to every nation. which has | 


accepted the Bible; Our demands as the peopic 
of the Bible cannot be rejected. The nation which 
does it becomes not only our enemy but becomes 
at the same jime the encmy of mankind. Our 
demands, civic rights everywhere, and the opening 


of Palestine for Jewish settlement to the fullest. 


possible extent, cannot be rejected by.a nation 
which as a Christian nation acknowledges the Bible. 
Our position is strong. But there is only one con- 
dition: we have ourselves to become the people of 
the Bible, the Jewishgpeople in the true sense.

Epstein, who presided, was unable to report any 
progress concerning the Jewish children from 
Crechosiovakia brought to this country by the 
Missionary Society, and inquirits which had been 
made had elicited no response. There appeared to 
be little doubt that they would be converted 

Mr.-M. R. Springer said that the Federation had 
discussed the matter with M. Jan Masaryk, the 
Crechosiovak Forcign Minister, and it was hoped 
that the Czechoslovak Government would take

M. JAN MASARYK ON 
MINORITIES 


Lacien Wolf Memorial Lecture 


M. Jan Masaryk, the Foreign Secreta 
Deputy Prime Minister of the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment, gave this year’s Lucien Wolf Memorial Lecture 
to the Jewish Historical Society of England, at 
Woburn House recently. His subj s “ Minori- 
tices and the Democratic State.” Colonel Lord 
Nathan was in the chair. {A brief report of this 
lecture when it was delivered appeared in a recent 
issuc of this paper.) 


One day, said M. Masaryk, his colleagues and he would 
be beck in Prague. There they would render an account 
of their stewardship im exile. Bat. ahove all, they would 
help to expedite the return to parliamentary government 
and to the sway of critical and well-informed public opinion. 
They did not know what the verdict of that opinion upon 
their activities in exile would be. They did not know what 
leaders would fom ‘heh compatriots who had 
lived in the shadow of inwetice and tribulation ever since 
the imposition of the Munich decree five years ago. They 
did not know bow many Jewish friends would be alive to 
erect them when they returned home. The Jewish com- 
munity in Creechoslovakia once numbered more than three 
hundred thousand souls. Many were the distinguished men 
and women among them, They proved their worth im art 
and Heerature, Jn the humenitic: and science, imdustry. 
commerce, and politics. They were admirable citizeus. 

Their efforts to become both good patric: and good 
Citizens of the Buropean Commonwealth met vith a ready 
response from the majority. of the Jews in the Weimar 
Republic of Germany. They too embraced the principle

_that tt was fight and honourable for the Jew to identify 


himeelf closely with the welfare of the State. The Jew could 
do mach, and did do much, to heal the wounds of war and 
to bring his country to her rightful place in the European 
Commonwealth He blended love of country. the truc 
Patriotion, with bis European citizenship. tic did not 
accent the view that mternational understanding should Dc 
left merely to the emissary, the diplomat, and the bureav- 
crat: for m a truly democratic state Everyman could be «a 
statesman. Nation spoke unto ration through the Univer- 
sities and learned socicties, the artist and man of letters, the 
weloomed traveller. -There was neither Gentile nor lew 
Christian nor infidel, twiwoe-born for outcast. 


The Black Plague Over Europe 


Then the chauvinist and the militarist, who were awaiting 
their chance, got the upper hend. German Jew was 
on down. The sycophant sat in the chair of the 
Uni ity professor. Truth was dishonoured. The bdiack 
nines yw epread over the face of Burope. The torch-bearers 
of freedom in one European capital after another left their 
homes for the ghetto or the concentration camp or the 
Cjhestapo torture chamber. Those scars would oot 
be healed in their lifetime. The memory of them would 
endure from century to century. The second Thirty Years 
War—the wer from 1914 w the present day—would have 
consequcnoes no less momentows than those of its seventeenth- 
century prototype. They must, indeed, be men of humility 
‘end faith if they were to lead war-tormented humanity and 
to build anew 

M. Masaryk recalied all those rights which the nationa! 
minorities in Crechoslovakia enjoyed, nghts which, he sani 
wemt far beyond those which Crechosiovakia was bound 
by the Peace Treaties to graft her minorities. “The crux of 
Crvechosiovakia’s minority policy.” he said, “was shown, I 
believe. in the relations between our State and the Jews. At 
the Peace Conference Woodrow Wilson and Clemenceau. 
among others, imsisted that the constitutions of certain new 
States should embody a guarantee of the rights af the Jewish 
minorities. In the minority treaties concluded with (recho- 
slovakia the Jews were not mentioned. But, as Clemenceau 
hunself observed, there was a sound reason for this. The 
Great Powers beheved that the Czechs and Slovaks, delivered 
at last from three centuries of oppression, would never cast 
others mto oppression 

The framers of the Czechoslovak constitution were faced 
with the problem of mentioning none of the minorities by 
name. while meeting. the demands of those who wished 

cifically to declare themselves to be of Jewish nationality. 

hey did their best to find a satifactory solution. Paragraph 
128 of the Constitution referred m general to national. 
religious, and racial minorities, but & was accompanied by 
this official explanation. 

“No enumeration of the national minoritics & made in 
the Constitution. lt should be pomted out that the Jews of 
the Crechosiovak Republic are not compelled in censuses. 
clections. and other political and official actions to dechkre 
allegiance to any other ethnical national minority than the 
Jewish, regardless of what language they employ.” 


That was why the decree tisucd before the last cers: in | 


1930 stated that “sows can also declare themseives as being 
of Jewish nationality.” They had, at the time of the last 
census, 356.830 people who professed the Jewish religion. 
Moore than half of them dudoned themselves to be of Jewish 
nationality. Because they belonged to a separate nationality 
they obtained a special represeatation in the Chamber of 
Deputies and the provinical bodies. Before Munich two 
deputies specially represented the imterests of the Jewish 
minority m the Czechoslovak Parliament. The Jewth 
minority had, of course, the right to its own schools, and this 
was implemented by the, establishment of two secondary 
schools and seven elementary schools in Sub-Carpethian 
Russia in which Hebrew was the language of instruction. 


Good Relations Between Jew and Czech 


But it was not merely as the representative of a minority 
that the Jews played their part. Many were leaders im letters 
and the arts and in‘ the political and coonomic life of abe 
country. When people were confronted by a man of un- 
doubted knowledge and. ability they did pot ask themselves . 

“Is he a Jew?” They asked: “Is he a good man?” Rela- 
tions between the Jews and the Crochs were, im fact, cxcelient. 
They knew that when times were hard the Jewish minority 
would always Stand by them. ht never let them down. If 
they wanted a convincing testimony of this good relationship 
they cowld not do better than read the memorandum which 
the leaders of the Jewish minority prepared for Lord Runc- 
man 

Beyond all doubt, continued M. Masaryk, it ts clear that 
no minority issue is permanently at rest in a troubled world. 


They could not even begin to enunciate a satisfactory policy. 


until they had repudimted im fofo the German desire for a 
Drang nach Osten. lit was troe that a strong and inde- 
pendent Czechoslovakia, in close co-operation with: Poland

Members of 
the German. minorities really ceased to be citizens of their 
former State when they accepted the citizenship of Hitlerite 
Germany. The Governments of the liberated countries are, 
therefore, entitied to decide for themselves whom «& 
the Germans they will restore to their former citizenship. 

Many members of the German minorities, he foresaw, 
would wish to retain their Reich citizenship; and he, for 
one, would not yg their choice in the least. Others 
would apply for the retarn of their former citizenship on 
the plea that they disliked, and indeed, hated, Nazi rule. 
They qpuld consider their applications without prejudice 
for undoubtedly many woukl wish to prove themselves good 
citizens of a democratic Republic. A third group would be 
compesed of guilty men and women who, for one reason or 
another, wauid msist on becoming Czechoslovak citizens. 
They would investigate their records, and they would be 
adamant. Leniency was too dangerous. They could not 
afford the risk of another five years of torture. 


The Choice Before Minorities 


Members of the minorities in all countries had before 
them a compelling, momentous, and irrevocable choice— 
to work faithfully for the welfare of the countries in which 
they were living or to get out! The days of Henicins and 
Franks were over. They were over for ever, if their civilisa- 
tion, and it was a great civilisation indeed, was to survive. 

“May I end.” said M. Masaryk, “by pronouncing a 
precious, almost heavenly word-—Security. You Jews, we 
Czechoslovaks, need and deserve Security—economic secur- 
ity, political security, religious security. The future of Europe, 

nay, of the world, depends on that. May it please God that 
this gift, kept from the Czechoslovaks for a long time and 
from the Jews for an infinitely longer time, will become 
our common denominator. With security as the undisputed 
right and heritage of ourselves, our children and grandchiid- 
ren, and our children s grandchildren, my lecture on minorities 
will soon become a clumsy, quickly to be forgotten anachron- 
ism. There is another word which means al! that—Shalom.’ 
(Applause.)..

Jewish Libraries. museums, and Archrves, of which 
he is Hon. Secretary, and Dr. Roth is Chairman. 

\oproaches had been made, said Dr. Rabinowicz, 
through the proper channels, to certamm Governmenis 
of the Allied Nations, at present in London, with the 
suggestion that they mighi appoint a Jewish represen- 
tative to their already existing Commissions dealing 
with the restoration of private and public property 
in general. The negotiations were still proceeding. 

They were also in touch with the British Council, 
who communicated their Memorandum on Repara- 
tions of Jewish Collections te the Books and Period- 
icals Commission set up by the Conference of Allicd 
Ministers of Education. The mémorandum was 
duly considered, and in making their recommendations 
to the Allied Ministers, the Commission would bear 
in mind the need for safeguarding the interests of 
Jewish Communities. 

They were also being informed by the American 


_ Embassy of the work, still in ifs initial stages, of the 


Commission for the Protection and Salvage of 
Artistic. and Historic Monuments im Europe, as 
appointed by the. United States Government. 

Jewish Contineatal personalities and organisations 
were also giving their co-operation, and an exiension 
of their preliminary work on a bigger scale was 
necded, culminating in the issue of an appropriate 
questionnaire, 

lhe meeting ended with the reading of a paper by 
Mr. A. J. Collins, of the British Museum, on “North- 
ampion Jewry and its Cemetery in the 13th Century,” 
Mr. Collins handed round two photographs of a 
document written in 1277 in Latin and Hebrew. This 
decument was bought from a barrow in Edinburgh 
in 1909 for 2d. and was recently presented to the 
British Museum. It dealt with the Jewish burial 

ound at Northampton, and showed that the Jews 
ad the ground from ‘the Priory of St. Andrew, 
Northampton. When that ground was lost, the 
Priory made over a new. ground to them and the 
document gave details of both grounds.

MR. JABEZ WOLFFE 


Famous Swimmer and Trainer 


One of the most famous of Jewry’s representatives 
in the world of sport, Mr. Jabez Wolfe, the swimmer 
and trainer, died at Hove last Friday at the age 


of 66. 
Mr. Wolffe made 22 attempts to swim the — 
Channel and got to within a short distance of his 
1 on most of the attempts. In 1908, swimmi 
rom Dover, he came to within a quarter of a mi 
of the French coast in 14 hours 55 minutes; and was 
recognised as successful by the French authorities, 
who presented him with a “ Ville de Calais " medal. 
He was accompanied by Mrs. Wolffe in his arduous 
— she helped to feed him from the side of the 

Wolffe was the — person to swim from Eddy- 
stone Lighthouse to Plymouth. Every other swimmer 
has abandoned the attempt at this 22-mile swim, 
which he accomplished in 1914 in 10 hours 45 mins. 
In walking, cycling, and rowing he was also the 
holder of several distinctions. He weighed 19 stone. 

As a coach, Mr. Wolfie became famous for the 
number of successful Channel swimmers he trained. 
These included the Misses Gertrude Ederle (of 
America), Laddie Sharp, Pe Duncan, and Sunny 

owry, well as r. Helmy (of Egypt). 
Wolffe’s own instructors included Mr. Kellingicy, 
still living in Hove, and the late Mr. Bibero, of 
Birmingham. 

The deceased was a native of Glasgow. He is 


survived by his wife whom he married 45 years ago | 


at the West Londen Synagogue, Upper Berkeley 
Street. There were-no children. 


DR. SONIA BELKIND (Tel-Aviv), aged 72, a 


sister of the famous pioneer Israc! Belkind, was 
among the first members of the Bilu group who 
arrived in Palestine in 1882, and she was the first 
woman physician to take up practice in Palestine. 
Dr. Belkind settled first in Hedera and later lived 
in the settlements of Rehovoth and Gedera. She 


left a legacy of £6,000 for a home for retired. 


physicians in Rishon-le-Zion. 


MRS. ETHEL DE COSTA (Northwood, Middle- 
sex) was the first lady barrister in the British 
Dominions. As Miss Benjamin she was alread 
practising at the age of 22 in Otago, New Zealand. 
During the last war she héld the position of manager 
at a branch of the City. and Midiand Bank in 
Sheffield, and is believed to have been the first woman 
to hold such a post in Great Britain. 


MR. SAMUFL HURWITZ (Cork) was for many 
years Treasurer of the congregation. His active 
interest in Synagogue affairs and his benevolence 
earned him the esteem of the community, 


MR. ISRAEL NARODITZEKY (London), aged 74, 
was well known as a Jewish printer and publisher. 
Born in the Ukraine he came to London ‘SO years 
azo as a Hebrew teacher,. Later he established the 
Narod Press, where most of the Yiddish and Hebrew 
books published in London during the last 25 years 
were printed, 


THE REV. W. H. WYSCHEIK. (Germiston 
South Africa) was former Minister of the United 
Hebrew Institutions of Germiston. Tributes to 
him for his scholarship and his services to the com- 
munity were paid at the funeral by Rabbi I. 
Koswolsky and the Rev. Dr. A. Lichtigfeld.

RELIGION AND RECONSTRUCTION 


Address by Dean of St. Paul's 


The Very Rev. the Dean of St. Paul's gave the 
first of a series of three lunch-hour addresses on 
the subject of “ Religion and Reconstruction,” at 
the Friends Meeting House, Euston Road, on 
Wednesday in last week, 


Professor S. Brodetsky, who presided, said he was 3 


particularly grateful for having been given the oppor- 
tunity of presiding at that first 'ectyre by the Dean 
of St. Paul's. who was not only one of the out- 
standing leaders of the Church of England, but a 
scholar of very high eminchece. : 

The Dean of St. Paul's said that the purpose of 
religion, as he understood it, at least, was not to 
show the way to any earthly paradise or to solve 
social and economic problems.- Its fundamental 
message was that Man was something more than a 


‘citizen or, perhaps, rather that Man was a citizen 


not only of an earthly society, but of an eternal city, 
and it offered a blessedness which was not wholly 
dependent on historical 

Until this was understood as being a characteristic 
of religion: untii Man realised that he was a 
creature of two worlds and not only of one, he 
would never get: anything right, including his 
temporal life in sOciety. 

He foresaw one particular danger in any kind of 
planned society and planned world, namely, that 
there would be an attack and a very powerful attack 
upon what had been regarded in the past as the 
rights of the individual. The question would arise : 
Has the individual any rights at all over against the 
State? Are there any limits to what the State can 
demand and impose when it is planning what it 
alleges to be the greatest good of the greatest 
number? Religion. déeclered the Dean, must assert 
that the individual person had rivhts over against any 
po State, and for this reason, that Man, the 

uman . being, was more permanent than any 

society. It was the human being, the person as 

such, who stood in direct relation with God and 

who would be ivudeed by Him. |

- Sin,—As great interest is being shown in the newly 
formed Democratic Zionist Commitiee, may I 
permitted to make a statement on our aims and 
objects. 

It must be obviows to every one that one of the most 
heartrending, aspects of the Jewish tragedy to-day is the 
appalling lack of unity among Jews in those countries where 
freedom of expression is still allowed tw them. During the 
presemt critical period in our history, when our brethren ate 
being massacred in their millions in Nazi-controtied countries 
in Europe, when we are surrounded by the cver imercasing 
danects of anti-Semitism in the western democtatic countries, 
when our very existence is being scriously jeopardised by 
powerful forces of disintegration from within, and whea 
the future of the Jewish people will be decided for centuries 
t come as a result of the post-war reconstruction of the 
whole world, one might have thought that natural instincts 
for survieal would have ureed all partics in Jewry to wnite 
and present a combined fronton an agreed policy. tt would 
be unreasonable to expect uniformity of outlook in a virile, 
hiehly imeciligent, and imensely critical people like the Jews. 
whe belong to all strata of society, whose antecedents are 
so varied and who live under such widely diverging social 
and economic conditions. Nor would anyone wish to stific 
differences of opinion or honest criticism. But surely, with 
all our diversitict of views. a common, egcrierally agreed 
object is possible, on which something like unity among all 
Jews can be achieved. : 

Those of us who are Zionists belicve that the restoration 
of the Jewish nation in its ancient Honteland in Palestine 
offers the only solution to the problems confronting Jews 
all over the world. Those who cannot sutmcribe to the view 
that the Jews constitute a nation may yet aerce that Palestine 
can offer a haven of refute to those Jews who have been 
uprooted from their homes im consequence of the war. 
Those Pro-Palestine Jews would, sure. be glad to 
‘help in the settlement in Palestine of the refugecs. thc 
homeless and the Statciceas 

Here, then, is a common programme on which both 
Zionists and Pro-Pajestine Jews--given soodwill on both 
sides—can unite and pr a combined from. Unfortu- 
nately. however, there is amch wrangling and divergence of 
views among Zionists themscives. In particular. there is the 
deplorable cleavage between Congress and non-Coneress 
Zionists 

fhe Zionist Democratic Contmitice believes that Zionism, 
bethe a national movement, must be all-cmbraciag and 
should include all sections of Zionists of whatever shade of 
opinion and irrespective, of their polmical or religious lean- 
ings We believe that there is ample room within the 
National Movement for organised eroups interested in 
special aspects of Zionism. for those Zionist groups which 
at present do not pay allegiance to the Zionist Congress. 
and for that large body of Jews who. though sympathetic 
with Ziapist ideas and ideals, Not ofganised in any 
patticular group. Our ambition is to write in one compre- 
hensive whole all these Zionists. as well ae all pro-Palcstine 
Jews, without in any way interiecring with the independence 
of their. various views 

How can this unity be achieved? The Democratic Zionist 
Committee believes that it can be realised by an imernal 
reorganisation on democratic lines within the Zionist 
Movement We believe that a National Movement like 
Zionitm must have. behind # the active inferest and co- 
operation of the masses of the Jewish people This is not 
postibie unless the guiding principics governing the -polcy 
and programme of the Movement are the ‘result of the 
expressed will.of the Jewish masses. and not the dictates 
of a central directorate 

The will of the Jewish masses can, and should be. ascer- 
tained by a franchise wihtich should be free and as wide as 
it is- possible to make &. Everyone who is interested in 
Zionism or in Palestine as a home for thease Jews who can 
be settied there should have a right to a free vote in order 
to secure a fair represemation of his views at the Zionist 
Congress. The Jewish Agency should similariy be aa electcd 
bady lt must be emphasised that for this there oced be 
no. disruption of the activities of any organised group of 
Zionists It must be realised, however. that loyalty to any 
particular political or rehgious group can only be comple- 
mentary tO an unswerving loyalty to the Zionist Coneréss. 
if and when, aceording to democratic principles, the laticer 
Every Jew 
who has shown his interest in Palestine by contributing to 
the Jewish National Fund or tothe Keren Hayesod should 
be entnied to a vote irrespective of the amount of his or 
her contribution (Piurat voting could. of course. be 
climinated by checking repeat contributions.) The official 
hat of voters could be issued jointly by the administrative 
offices of the Jewish National Fund and the Keren Hayesod 
based on their official receipts. Incidentally; the statistical 
result (which might be published) might prove of great Valine 
in any future negotiations with the Allicd Governments 

This then is the aim of the Democratic Zionist 
Committee: To achieve genuine unify—not uni- 
formity—among all Zionists and pro-Palestine Jews 
‘by extending the vote to all contributors to the 
funds of the Jewish National Fund and the Keren 
Hayesod in order ‘to permit the considered views of 
the Jewish masses to prevail in the direction and 
policy of the Jewish National .Movemenit. 

We appeai to all Zionists and pro-Palestine Jews 
to support our programme. We urge all Zionist 
societies, of whatever political or religious convic- 
tons, to help us by passing resolutions recommend- 
ing electoral reform within the Zionist Movement 
im order te enable all Zionist sympathisers to have 
thei: views presented at the next Zionist Congress. 

Our call is: Zionists and pro-Palestine Jews unite. 
Let us present a combined front in the face of the 
perils that confront us.

MILITARY SERVICE IN CAIRO 


The highest Rabbinical authorities in Egyptian

killed underground by German guards.

Is the Home 


Doomed? 


In stressing the need for the restora- 
tion of the influence of the home, 
our contributor puts in a plea for 
a new attitude on women’s rights 


E serious warning recently uttered by the 

Archbishops concerning the disintegration of 

the home in war-time must have set many of us 
thinking just how much chance of survival the home 
as a human institution has in the future plans for a 
regenerated humanity. It is the custom of many 
writers and speakers to refer to the home im terms 
so vague, so undefined, and so various m their 
intention that home-life may casily become a victim 
of its own protagonists, and be lost, as is so often 
the case with articles within the home iiscif, by just 
being left about and getting misiai. 

Therefore it is essential, before any attempt 
made seriously to dcfend the home, or to determine 
upon its survival as a vital factor for humanity, to 
define it in more precise terms than are Common!) 
used. 

The home may mean a purely structural edifice, 
and thus the whole interest at the given moment of 
inquiry may turn upon the housing question and the 
possibility of providfhg adequate and pleasant 
accommodation for families. Or the home may 
mean an educative centre, radiating culture, tradi- 
tion, and spiritual strength (which is broadly the 
Jewish conception of the home), in which case a 
serious difference of opinion arises with hose who 
favour a boarding-school as the best™means of 
inculcating the right ideas into youth. Or, agam. 
the home may mean a purely utilitarian unit of 
society, tm which individuals, especially of tender 

ears or of frail old age, can receive the care and 
ove, the comfort and attention, necessary for their 
well-being. 

Obviously war conditions militate against the home 
in any of these conceptions. But there are many 
people who believe that when the war is over a great 
rush back to the home will occur, and all those 
nostalgic melodies, so popular with fathers, sons, 
and daughters now in the .Forces will be like 
prayers answered for those who have merely sung 
and listened to these praises of the home from 
which they are at present parted. This, however, is 
by no mecans:a true indication either of the real 
importance’ of the home or of the organimation 
necessary for it to play a réal rOle m the society of 
the future, For the Dome about which young people 
croon nt will be so-o nice to come Dack to i5 a 
nebulous dream, specifically focused on to the per- 
sonality of a loved one, who may herself be the 
antithesis of a real or deliberate home-makcr. 


Question of Motive 

Similarly many of the young girls and women now 
working in factories, or in the Forces, arc enthusiastic 
about their desire to return to home life after the war. 
What they. very ofien really mean ts that they are 
anxious to end a life of irksome exactitude as regards 
hours and leisure, and to be m a position more of 
less to do exactly as they like. 

And so we must return once more to our definition 
of the home as a starting point. And, bearing in 
mind the three poggibilitics described above, it must 
be admitted that only when and if the home has some 
traditional and spirtival basis can il hope to survive, 
With regard to the other two they are likely to be 
superseded in a constaatly improved social organisa- 
tion. The care of children and of the old and the 
sick fs a service which can be performed more 
efficiently and more economically by specifically 
designed centres. As regards actual structures, the 
club-room can always outshine the home. There 
the young boy or girl. can, for example, find pro- 
vision for the exercise of sport, dramatic and artistic 
pastimes, and musical entertainment which even the 
most ambitious home-planner cannot devise in 
individual houses. Even such gmenitics as washing 


and bathmg accommodation can be better provided 


by the club or school 

But there remains the vita! spiritual and traditiona! 
value of the home that should exist in the sacred ties 
binding the members in it. And against that, let us 
acknowledge. the war has already made serious in- 
roads. The young woman, with absent hisband. 


_ who is carried away by the excitement of war con- 


ditions to the neglect of her home duties, the woman 
who gets into the habit of heavy drinking. destroys 
more than personal loyalties—she undermines t 
very meaning and essence of home life. For it can- 
not too often be insisted that in this questidn of the 
home it is the woman every time who sets the stan- 
dard from which the children will either progress or 
Fetrogress. The home is undoubtedly her chicf 
sphere of influence. 
The home of the future must be different from that 
of the past. It must move with the times and be- 
come a broad, enlightened, freedom-loving unit of 
democratic society. And this can only come about 
through the full recognition of woman‘s importance. 
The world, if it needs the home, and wishes to see 
its influence on mankind strengthened, must first and 
foremost accord to woman a new acknowledgment. 
a new and enlightened chivalry, and the wide 
acceptance of her worth. Reinstate woman, and the 
home is secure. Every political and economic 
impediment to feminine achievement 
threatens still further the sanctuary of the home.

Count Potocki of Montalk, who claims to be 
King Wladyslaw the Fifth of Poland, was last week 
sentenced at Epsom police court to two months’ 
hard labour for a black-out offence at Half Moon 
Cottage, Litti€ Bookham, Surrey. Throughout the 
proceedings, the Count spoke in Polish and refused 
to speak in English. 

In his evidence supporting the charge, a police 
officer. P.C. Lock, said that when he spoke to the 
count the latter replied : 

“ Your — and courts 
have nothing to do with the King of Poland. It's 
no use your authorities trying to summon 
me, I am pot going to your ———— court. If you 
want me there you will have to carry me. 

The count went on to say, continued the officer, 
that he would like to see the Germans overrun this 
country. 
Frederick Bowman asked to be allowed to give 
evidence on behalf of “ His Majesty “ but the 
request was refused. : 

After sentence was passed, the count spoke in 
English. He gave notice of his intention to appeal 
and applied for bail, but this was refused. 

When he exclaimed, “ I call upon God to punish 
you, Heil Hitler,” be was removed from court.
